Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4-7, and 9 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: Independent claim 9 recites the unique features 
of a generally L-shaped cover which includes a first wall part that extends along said 
first side of said receiver, a second wall part that extends along said second side of said 
receiver, and a beam which extends away from said second wall part; a flexible 
extension pole which extends between said beam and said third side of said receiver, a 
flexible suspension tube which extends from an opening in said first wall part to said 
opening in said first side of said receiver. The prior art does not teach these features.
